Claims 28-37 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 27-29 (withdrawn 
from prosecution) of copending Application No. 10/858,086.

6,398,765! 

Claims 28-37 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,629,936.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed July 13, 2005 have been considered. It is unclear 
what applicant is trying to state. However, the examiner points out that if Jeter reservoir 
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1 1 can be considered a collection tube (see figure 3), it is not connected to a ductal 
access probe. Reservoir 1 1 is connected to the feed septum 1 4, not any probe 1 3a or 
13b. This contrast can be readily appreciated by examining applicant's figure 3. 
Collection tubes (syringes 60) are connected to the ductal access probes.
